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( Start ) 
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Activating a first communication device, to 
communicate with a service. 
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Storing an identifier in a second 
communications device, wherein the second 
communications device has a wireless signal 
strength for transmitting the identifier. 






Accessing the service by the first 
communication device, only so long as the 
first communication device remains within 
range of the second communications device. 
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( START ) 
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The first communication device is initialized by retrieving the 
device identifier from the second communications device. The 
first communication device stores this device identifier until it 
is explicitly cleared. 
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The user uses the first communication device to interact with 
the service. 



The first communication device determines that the 
service requires user authentication. 



The first communication device retrieves user identifier 
from the second communications device. 



The first communication device sends the user identifier 
along with its message to the service. 
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The first communication device removes the user identifier 
from its memory as soon as the message is sent to the service. 



The service checks the user identifier before accepting the 
message. 
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( END ) 
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
